Prof. W. E. Burghardt Du Bois 
of Atlanta University a 
Powerful Champion 
of Colored Man. 


FACES PROBLEM FAIRLY.

Declares Mulatto Is Not Under- 
stood by Whites and Often 
Embodies What Is Best 
of Two Straine. 


{BY RAYMOND.) 

Atlanta., Ga., June 17.—[Special.]—This | 
splendid metropolis of the new south, which 
is already the business center, and is soon 
to be the largest in population in the whole 
section south of the Mason and Dixon’s line, 
ie 80 filled with its abounding new life and 
its astonishing business growth that the 
people have scant time to concern themselves 
with social questions. The negro is not much 
in evidence on the streets in Atlanta, al- 
though he is an essential and important fac- 
tor in the daily progress of the éity. Al- 
though forming only one-third of the pepu- 
lation, the negro fills fully one-half of the 
places in the industrial world, and so he is 
closely associated with and has pride in At- 
lanta. The great interest in the negro ques- 
tion here arises from the fact that this city 
is the seat of a number of the impor- 
tant educational institut ions for the colored 
people. Ever since Sherman's famous cap- 
ture of this city northern 
have begun the work of education from this 


center, 
Cultured Negro Student. ‘ 

Quite the most interesting feature’ in the 
negro life in this section of the country, and 
the most cultivated negro man I have yet 
met, ie Prof. W. E. Burghardt Du Boisof the 
University of Atlanta. He is, I really believe, 
the most cultured negro in the United States, 
and one of the most entertaining men I ever 
talked with. He is almost surprised at the 
attention created by his most recent book, 
“The Souls of Black Folk,“ because he was 
the author of many other works which he be- 
lieves more important, but which, of course, 
appeal chiefly to students, as is the case with 
his excellent work on the suppression of the 
African slave trade, published in the Har- 
vand historical series. 

I spent the evening with him in his room at 
the university, where, after trudging up two 
flightw of stairs, through bare, uncarpeted 
halis, one suddenly finds himself transported 
into the busy literary workshop of a close 
student. Seated at the center of a big table, 
revolving easier in bis office chair, alert. in- 

telligemt, conservative, weighing his words 
“cautiously, and yet spenking With thé con- 
fidence born of profound study, the picture 
of this brown skinned, well dressed, Sek- 
poised, scholar was one not ‘soon to be for- 
gotten. Hiiminate the question of color, 
which of course is a mere matter of taste, and

Proves Real Culture Possible. 


Prof. Du Bois is an excellent specimen of 
the possibilities of the New England train- 
ing. In his person he gives the lie to the 


negro is not susceptible of real culture. Born 
in the Massachusetts town of Great Barring- | 
ton, in the heart of the Berkshires, there was 

an excellent opportunity to test what could 

be done for the negro in the way of education 

when thrown among the right surroundings. 

He played with the little Yankee boys, un- 

consciously assimilated their condition 

of culture, received an excellent edu- 

cation, went to Harvard, studied in the Fisk - 
university at Nashville, and completed his 

education abroad among the scholars of Ger- 

many, where he was treated as an equal, 

lived in a German family, and had all the 

advantages of German culture. 

With such a training it is difficult to under- 
stand at first how such a man could ma ve 
taken himself to the back woods and taught 
a little country school for colored children, 
until one realizes that even in the north a 
cultivated negro gentleman can be com- 
pletely isolated by the operation of the rules 
of caste, and that he could turn with posi- 
tive enthusiasm to a life like that here at 
the Atlanta university, where the white peo- 
ple of the city do not receive him in any 
capacity, but where he finds a cultivated set 
of colored people, who, like himself, are 
devoted to the uplifting of the negro, and to 
the solving of the great race question, which 
seems now to be the most puzzling and the 
most ound in American social life. 


Is Mixture of Black and White. 


Prof. Du Bois is not only a unique study, 
because he is an,object lesson as to the 
value of education and environment for the 
negro, but he also has peculiar racial char- 
acteristics. He is himself a mulatto and a 
mulatto by ancestry. That is to say, he is 
the child of mullatoes, who were also the 
children of mullatoes, the white strain be- 
ing three and four generations back. Mrs.

Kroushevan is one of the most notorious 
Jew baiters of Russia. He is held responsi-

Russia's Policy Defended. 
M. de Plehve, the Russian minister of the 
interior, whe has been accused of conniving 


at the Kisheneff massacre, discussed the 


entire Jewish problem from an official stand- 
point in an interview today. He said: 

The Jewish question in this country is a 
historical legacy inherited from the time of 
the taking of Poland. Out of 10,000,000 Jews 
in the world, from 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 reside 
in Russia. I have not the exact figures, for 
the reason that the Jews show a particular 
desire to avoid military service, and with that 
end in view invent ways of evading the 


| census which we have tried to take of them. 


“It has been suggested that the Russian 
government has made but frivolous investi- 
gations concerning the Kisheneff troubles. 
That is quite wrong. One of the most trusted 
members of the criminal department, M. 
Laponkhid, was sent, with instructions to 
make a minute examination.

with a full report. He called the heads of 


the Jewish association before him and heard 
all the charges they had to make.

Five thousand young workingmen, Jews, 
were the etreets in an orderly man- 
ner, but as 4 socialist demonstration. The 
police, in view of the number of those en- 
gaged, called on the cogsacks for assistance, 
and then the police and ocossacks qharged 
the workingmen, beating them with the flat 
of their swords and with their fists.

HIDES 7 DAYS IN PRISON. 


JOLIET CONVICT FOUND NEARLY. 
DEAD FROM HUNGER. 


James Wiisen, the Forger, Who Mrs 
teriously Disappeared a Week Axo, 
Discevered in a Pile of Barrel Staves 
in the Drying Kiln—Famished for. 
‘Lack of Food, He In Carried to a 
Hespital—Hopead te Find Way to 


Joliet, In., June 17.—[Special.}—Curled up 
in a space barely two and a half feet square, 


beneath covering of barrel staves in the 
drying of the cooper shop, James W. 
Wilson, convict who disappeared so mys- | 


teriously at the penitentiary a week ago 
today, ws discovered shortly after 2 o’ clock 
this afternoon by two guards. He was near- 
ly dead from hunger. 

Wuüson claims that during the entire seven 
days that he had been in hiding he had had 
not a morsel of food, and that he had left his 


‘| place of concealment only twice to get some 


water from a fountain in the yard. | 

The prison physician believes Wilson’s 
story as to going without food during the 
seven days, but prison officials are akeptical 
as to Wilson’s story that he went to the 
fountain in the yard for water, as this is 
located in the center of the street, between 
the prison buildings, and is directly in view 
of-the guards, who have been watching from 
the tower and walls. Electric lights make 
this street brilliant at night. 


How Wilson Was Found. 

Most of the prison officials had given up all 
hope of finding Wilson inside the walls, but 
Warden Murphy persistently maintained 
that the forger could not haveescaped. This 
morning Deputy Warden Pierson decided to 
make another search of the drying kiln. The 
kiln is a building sixty feet long, forty feet 
wide, and one story in height. Beneath it 
run several tunnels, through which steam 
is conveyed when the staves are to be dried. 
At the present time the building is completely 
filled with staves piled to within a foot of the 
roof. Above them there is barely room for 
a man to crawl on his hands and knees. The 
staves are piled closely together end to end. 

When Guards White and Aldrich were toid 
by the deputy to search the kiln once more 
they smiled incredulously, for they had been 
over every foot of the top of those piles of 
staves at least a dozen times.

Electric Lanterns Used. 
One of the guarde took the north half and 


the other the south half of the kiln, and with 


their electric lanterns started slowly and a 
carefully over the staves. Into every crevice 
they shot shafts of light. Finally, about 2 
o'clock, White thought he saw something 
move a short distance down in what appeared 
to be a small opening between two staves. 
He stopped and turned bis lantern in that 
direction again, aud as he did so he saw a 
foot drawn away from the light, as if to con- 
Seal it.

Too Weak to Fight. 


shes gbards thought Wilson would show 
fight, but he was too weak. “I'll come out,” 
he said, and he slowly scrambled to the top. 
He was stiff and weak, and it was with 
difficulty that he could reach the opening 
that led outside. One guard crawled in front 
of him and the other behind him. He was 
carried to the hospital, where the prison 
physician made a careful investigation of his 
physical condition and decided that for at 
least a week to come he must remain under 
the care of a good nurse, as he is on the 
verge of typhoid fever. 

Wilson maintains that-he -had no con- 
federate among the other prisoners. He 
said that he had received no food during 
his concealment, but last Saturday night and 
again last Monday night he crawled from 
his hiding place and secured water at the 
fountain. Wilson had on a suit of regula- 
tion prison clothes, which he had secured in 
some mysterious manner to take the place of 
those he took off. 

He said he thought the prison officials 
would cease looking for him inside the walls 
after a day or two and then he intended to 
escape at night by scaling the walls. 

Expected to Get Away. 

When asked why he tried to hide Wilson 
said he didn’t know why, and that he did it 
on the impulse of the moment. His cellmate 
attempted to make out that he and Wilson 
did not get along well together, but through 
another prisoner it was learned that Wilson 
and his companion had talked over the mat- 
ter and that Wilson had said he would es- 
cape through a sewer or any old way to get 
out. 

When Wilson recovers sufficiently he will 
be placed in solitary confinement and will 
months.

Bristow’s Report on Tulloch. . 
Mr. Bristow's reply, in full, dated three 


“In response to your inquiry of May 1, 
1908, as to the truNy or falsity of the asser- 
tions of Mr. 8.

abstract of three reports made by the in- 
spectors on the condition of the Washington 
postoffice. The first, marked Exhibit A,’ 
refers to the transfer of the~postoffice to

At the time this inspection was in prog- 
ress, as nearly as I can remember, Chief 
Inspector Cochran and Inspector in Charge 
Smith called upon me and advised me that 
the inspectors in the investigation of the 
postoffice had discovered many irregularities’ 
of a serious nature, which seemed to be au- 
thorized by the department. After discuss- 
ing the matter at some length with them, I 
directed that a report relating in general to 
the transfer be submitted in the regular 
way and copies of the same referred to the 
various divisions or bureaus of the depart- 
ment, as followed in other similar cases, and 
that a special report affecting the trregulari- 
ties that seemed to be authorized by the de- 
partment be submitted. 

During the progress of the inspection I 
was advised by the chief inspector that Mr. 
George W. Beavers, chief of the salary and 


the inspectors that when he came to certain 
appointments in some of the stations_that 
appeared irregular he had better make no 
reference to them, as they had been ordered 
personally by the postmaster general, I told 
the chief inspector to instruct the inspectors

Glaring Irregularities Found. 
Capt. W. B. Smith, inspector in charge, 
submitted a special report July 6. as directed, 
an abstract of which is herewith submitted, 
marked Exhibit B.“ This report disclosed 
what seemed to me glaring irregularities, 
and I submitted it personally to the post- 
master general, suggesting to him at the time 
that it contained matters to which I 
thought he would want to give his personal 
attention. 

“ Referring to the statement that I bad 
demanded a thorough investigation of ne 
office of the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. I beg to state that Inspector in Charge 
Smith, in his special rt, heretofore men- 


covered a condition of affairs which, in his 
judgment, required an immediate. thorough, \ 
and exhaustive investigation. I submitted 
this report to the postmaster general with 
my approval, but I did not consider such 
approval as a demand on my part that the 
office of.the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral be investigated. 

» Wrongs in Washington Office. 

“The third report, dated July 31, 1900, 
an abstract of which is herewith submitted. 
marked Exhibit C.“ sets forth a number of 
irregularitiés that prevailed at that time in 
the Washington postoffice. This inspection 
was begun when I was absent from the de- 
partment. When I returned I was informed 
by the chief inspector that complaint was 
made te the postmaster general that In- 
spector Little, who was engaged on the work, 
was asking unnecessary questions and seek- 
ing information which was not called for in 
an inspection. I asked him to instruct In- 
spector Little to make the same kind of an 
investigation of the Washington postoffice 
that he would make of any other office under 
similar circumstances, and to submit in a 
special report anything which he thought 
should be called to the personal attention 
of the postmaster general. ; 

Little’s Action Is Justified. 

„This he did, and I submitted the special - 
report to the postmaster general, stating to 
him that I understood from the chief inspec- 
tor that complaint had been made that In- 
spector Little was asking unnecessary ques- 
tions with the possible view of embarrassing 
the department with regard to certain condi- 
tions in the Washington postoffice, but that 


the questions asked were notainnecessary nor 
improper, and that I believed he would hold 
the same view after he had read his report.

Two Dollars a Day Car Fare. 


| An interesting feature concerns irregular- 


ities-in the appointment, compensation, and 
promotion of Oliver H. Smith. On Nov. 20, 
1897, the first assistant postmaster general 
authorized an allowance of $600 per annum 
for his appointment as a laborer, stating 
that the free delivery division would also 
allow $2 per day to cover carfare and inci- 
dental expenses. Smith drew pay from Nov. 
23, 1897, to Nov. 30, 1898, making his com- 
pensation for one year approximately $1,348. 
The inspector reports no one has certified 
to the actual time Smith was employed nor 
has any statement been attached to his pay 
vouchers showing what particular service 
he rendered. He was continued in the dual 
capacity of clerk and mechanic until April 


The inspector says he knows of no author- 
ity of law for his appointment or promotion. 
The inspector calls attention to a letter of 
the cashier of the Washington office ad- 
dressed to the postmaster dated Dec. 20, 
1898, to the effect that on that day Smith 
and a Mr. Towers called; that Smith asked 
for his per diem as a mechanic and was in- 
formed by the cashier he had no authority 
to pay him and that it would be necessary 
for him to obtain the usual letter from the 
department; that Smith stated that Gen. 
Heath said no authority other than that 
given was needed; that Towers remarked, 
“That is your answer, then. Gen. Heath 
wants to know why you do not pay Mr. 
Smith.“ and the cashier replied that he would 
furnish Gen. Heath with a full statement 
of the case, but that such request should 
come through the postmaster. _. 7555 

Towers replied: ‘ Shall I report to Gen. 
Heath that you refuse to give him the in- 
formation?“ To which the cashier replied 
that he was under no obligations to take 
orders from Towers or communicate with 
the department through him, but would

Perry Heath's Expense Bills. 
Attention is next called by the inspector to 
certain vouchers authorized to be paid by 
the first’ assistant postmaster general, such 
as July 22, 1898, expenses of Perry 8. Heath 
and George W. Beavers, incurred in visiting 
Philadelphia and New York on official busi- 
ness, $87.25; Sept. 30, expenses of George W. 
Beavers, traveling on official business, 
$17.75; July 26, expenses of M. W. Louis and 
Blain W. Taylor, traveling on official busi- 
ness, $50.15. 
The inspector states that these vouchers do 
not appear to have been itemized in the 
proper manner, nor is the necessity for the 
expenditure of this money by the Washing- 
ton postoffice apparent, and that a full and 
complete explanation should be made, espe- 
cially as many of the parties drawing money 
om these accounts are officials or clerks re- 
ceiving money from the department. 


Seven Favored Cleaners. 

Attention is called to seven cleaners placed 
on the pay roll of the Washington office un- 
der authority of the first assistant post- 
master general, to be charged to the appro- 
priation for miscellaneous expenses. The 
names these cleaners—all female—are 

iven. 
Erne inspector states that neither the post- 
master nor any one connected with the 
Washington office was able to give any in- 
formation as to where they were employed 
er the nature of their work, and the in- 
spector is of opinion that practically no 
service whatever has been rendered for the 
money expended.

as the result of competitive bids, the in- 
spector is unable to say, but that the prices 
paid for some of the articles enumerated, 
such as washstands at $40 each, appear to 
have been highly excessive, and lead to the 

that the feature of competition did 
not enter into the transaction.“ 

Attention is also called to additional ir- 


pancy. The inspector reports that when the 
cashier of the Washington postoffice on let- 
ters from the controller suspended payments 
to certain persons mentioned he was re- 
quired to continue these payments upon di- 
rect written order of the postmaster, who 
states he was verbally instructed in hig 
action by the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral.“ 

The payments were made under the cash- 
ler's protest. In conclusion, the inspector 
states that the files of the cashier's office 
show full, direct, and positive orders from 
superior authority for tHe disbursement of 
all its questionable items mentioned in the 
inspector’s report, that the responsibility for 
the many illegal appointments, the payment 
of two salaries to one and the same person, 
and the disbursement of thousands of dollars 
for which practically no service was per- 
formed, should be placed where it properly 
belongs, and the many abuses corrected. 


Beavers Favored Charwomen. 


Reference is made by the inspector to dis- 
covery of the names of three charwomen 
whose duties the station superintendents did 
not know, and it is added: Mr. Beavers, 
chief of S and A division, requested the in- 
spector to inform the inspector in charge that 
when he struck the names of the charwomen 
of the stations it would be well not to mention 
them in his report, as they were personal ap- 
pointments of the postmaster general, and 
their appointment had ‘been authorized by 
the department, and that they had been only 
temporarily assigned to the stations until 
they could be assigned elsewhere.“ 

The inspector cites payments to Catherine 
Endsley, Charles A. Machen, A. B. Hurt, H. 
L. Lorenz, John S. Leach, and F. W. Wait, 
on the authority of the first assistant post- 
master general of per diem in connection 
with claims of letter carriers for overtime 
charges, aggregating $4,655. The inspector 
says this amount, disbursed from July 1, 
1898, to May 1, 1899, was disbursed without 
authority of law. 

The controller of the treasury in a letter to 
the postmaster at Washington, dated April 
26, 1899, calls for a statement from each of 
these persons showing what payments they 
have received from other disbursing officers 
of the government for services or expenses 
from July 1 to Sept. 30, 1898. Machen. 
Lorenz, and Hurt, it appears, were paid per 
diem covering the same period by the dis- 
bursing clerk of the department of justice, 
from the appropriation for defending suits 
in letter carriers’ claims against the United 
States before the Court of Claims. 

These parties continued to draw pay until 
the receipt of the controller's letter, the ne- 
cessity for such service suddenly and finally 
ceasing with final payment for the month of 


April. 
Queer Carrier Vouchers. 


‘Referring to the voucher of Letter Carrier 
A. A. Erb, July 1 to Sept. 10, 1898, for $195, 
the controller called attention to the death of 
this letter carrier on Sept. 10, while the 
voueher shows payment to him up to and in- 
cluding the date of his death.

General Opinion in Washiggton That He

Washington, D. C., June 17.—[{Special.}— 
Former Assistant Postmaster General Heath 
is being generally and harshly criticised here 
tonight as a result of the disclosures made 
in the report of Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow and thé inspectors who investi- 
gated the conditions existing during his in- 
cumbency in office. There is no room for 
doubting his responsibility for “ irregular- 
Ities,“ a word used as a mild expression for 
the violations of law, which were ordered by 
him, and they are so numerous and glaring 
that Heath cannot explain them. 

One of the direct results of the publication 
of the confidential reports will, it is freely 
predicted, be the retirement of Mr. Heath 
as secretary of the national republican com- 
mittee. It is said the party cannot afford 
to retain in such an important position a 
man who has so grossly violated the law 
and used his office to take care of favorites, 
some of whom drew three salaries and per- 
formed no work. } | 

There is considerable discussion as to 
whether. these disclosures will have any 


course, President Roosevelt is in no way re- 
sponsible for the frauds and irregularities, 
and he has ordered the removal of all officials 
who are in any way connected with them, and 
directed the prosecution of all guilty ones. 
So far as the president himself is concerned 
the republican members of congress in the 
city assert Ais attitude has greatly strength- 
ened him with the people. 

Long before the campaign begins it is pre- 
dicted the scandal will be. fully exposed. 
prosecutions will be well under way, d 
some guilty ones lodged in the Senitentiaty. 
If the question is discussed in the campaign 
the party will be able to go before the coun- 
try and show that it has not only weeded out 
all corrupt officials but has put the postal 
service in a healthy condition.

WAITERS GIVE IN; 
ARBITRATE. 


Restaurant Strike Is Over and 
Hotel Troubles Are Prac- 
tieally Settled. 


INFLUENCE OF GOMPERS. 


Finally Recognize Employers’ 
_ Association and Will Return 
to Work at Once. | 


The spectacular strike that has crippled 
the service in the leading hotels and res- 
taurants of Chicago will come to a close to- 
day. The employers and employés have ac- 
cepted arbitration as the best method of 
settling differences that caused the contro- 
versy. 

After a series of conferences yesterday, in 
which President Samuel Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor took the part 
of peacemaker, the striking waiters and 
cooks decided to change their tactics, recog- 
nize the hotel and restaurant men’s asso- 
ciations, and offer the employers a proposi- 
tion of arbitration. 

Their action was a complete surrender. 
The points they conceded were those they 
obdurately refused to grant when the strug- 
gle opened, in spite of the advice of Presi- 
dent W. G. Schardt of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor and the conservative tradcs 
unionists of the city. - 


Due to Disintegration. 


The change of front was due primarily to 
the rapid disintegration of the waiters’ union 
and the powerful influence brought to bear 
on their joint board—the governing body of 
the strike—by President Gompers and a com- 
mittee of the Steam Power council, which 
acted as his agent. 

Both the hotel and restaurant proprietors 
quickly accepted the proposition. A con- 
ference with them was arranged for this 
morning, when the final adjustment plans 
will be made and the strikers ordered back to 
work, 

Later in the day the board will meet with 
the hotel men and talk over the situation in 
that line of industry. , ; 

The strikers are reluctant to call off the 
fight against the hotels. The struggle has 
been so bitter that a feeling of animosity has 
arisen that may be difficult to overcome. In 


board of the union will ask the employers to 
reinstate all the strikers and discharge the 
nonunion help that has been importec. 


Gompers Sees the End of It. 


The hotel men are prepared for this de- 
mand and will make a counter proposition 
that this, along with the other issues, be 
settled by arbitration. In this they will re- 
ceive the support of President Gompers, who 
will remain in the city until peace reigns. 
There seems to be no chance for the 
struggle to continue,“ said Mr. Gompers, 
after the two. parties had agreed to arbi- 
tration, and the strike will soon be a mere 
memory. The few points left to adjust are 
of minor importance, and will be settled to- 
morrow.” — 

The peace negotiationsopened when a com- 

mittee from the joint board and the Steam 
Power council met with President Gompers 
early in the morning and submitted to him 
the proposition for arbitration given to them 
by the hotel men on Tuesday night and re- 
jected. This took the following form: 

„We recognize the Employers’ Association 
of Hotel Men of Chicago and agree to sub- 
mit any questions that may not be settled 
by negotiations to disiriterested parties.“ 

Both President Gompers and Joe Morton 
urged the joint board to accept the proposi- 
tion. They declared that the employers rec- 
ognize their organization by sending a com- 
munication to the board, and agreeing to 
meet its members in conference. Mr. Gom- 
pers said that complete unionization of the 
hotels and restaurants was not necessary, as 
the workers ide the organization would 
find it to their interest to join. EY 


Reply Sent to Employers. 

After a long debate the members of the 
joint board yielded and asked Mr. Gompers 
to draw up a reply. This they adopted and 
sent it to both the hotel and restaurant 
men’s associations. It reads as follows: 

„We, the members of the local joint board 
of the H. R. E. A. and B. I. L. of A of Chicago. 
do by unanimous vote accept the following 
proposition presented to our body by the 
Steam Power council, which was as follows: 
That we agree, as a joint board to recog- 


nize the Employers’ association and also the 


proposition to agree to leave all points in 
controversy to arbitration.’ ’’ 

When this was received by the restaurant 
men a meeting of the executive board was 
called, and by a unanimous vote it was ac- 
cepted. The following reply was imme- 
diately sent: 

In reply to your communication of this 
date the Chicago Restaurant Keepers’ asso- 
eiation hereby accepts the proposition made 
by your board and contained in said com- 
munication, providing for the recognition of 
the association as such and for the sub- 
mission of all differences that cannot be set- 
tled by negotiations between the parties to 
this agreement to disinterested arbitration. 

„John Z. Vogelsang and Max Koppel are 
appointed a committee to meet such a like 
committee to be appointed by the local board 
of the Hotel and Restaurant Employés’ In- 
ternational alliance and the Bartenders’ In- 
ternational league.” 

When this communication was received by 
the joint board there was general rejoicing. 
President Gompers was invited to appear 
before a massmeeting of the rank and file 
of the union and make a speech. He was es- 
corted to the union headquarters at 122 La 
Salle street, where he found over 1,000 cooks 
and waiters.

Judge May Withhold Decision.

possibly hope to wipe out illiteracy among 
the masses. About one million out of 3.000. 
000 negro children are actually going to 
school. The need for teachers is so great 
that the fleld cannot be filled for many years 
to come, no matter how hard we work. 
Hence it ie true that institutions for the high- 
er education of the negro have an abundant 
field if it were nothing more than in supply- 
ing teachers, because it is quite manifest 
that you cannot secure teachers for common 
schools except by giving them a higher 
education than the common schools afford. 
Such statistics as we have been enabled 
to get show that about 50 per cent of the 
graduates of negro colleges become teach- 
ers, and it goes without saying that they 
are teachers of their own race, 


Negro Graduates a Success. 


In one of our recent social studies con- 
ducted by the university it was figured.cut 
that of the college graduates over half are 
teachers, one-sixth are preachers, another 
sixth are students and professional men, 
over 6 per cent are farmers, artisans, and. 
merchants, and 4 per cent are in the gov- 
ernment service. Our negro physicians are 
succeeding much better from a financial 
standpoint than any other class of profes- 
sional men. They are practicing, of course, 
almost exclusively among colored people, but 
herein Atlanta, in Washington, Philadelphia, 
Chicage, and other large centers there are 
negro physicians who are making large in- 
comes, and you must remember one in Penn- 
sylvania avenue at Washington who runs his 
own automobile on his daily rounds. 

Most of our college graduates who leave 
us in June find something to do by September, 
and it is not at all true, as you say you have 
been told here, that the highly educated

Negro Capable of Thinking. 

IJ cannot see the slishtest foundation for 
such a statement. The negro as I have ob- 
served him is capable of almost any intel- 
jectual achievement. He is hampered at all 
times, of course, by the lack of proper home 
training, by the traditions of a line of un- 
educated ancestors, and by influences of 
social and political status, which make hi 
timid. As to his natural capabilities, how- 
ever, the dullest negro boy seems to be es- 
sentially on a par with any other dull boy, 
and the bright negro is merely identical with 
the bright white boy.

In the same 
breath our critics assert that the mulatto 
is nsible for the vices of the negro and 
that he is a mental and moral degenerate. 
The two assertions’are frequently heard from 


only go to show, what I have aseerted, that 
the mulatto is no better and no worse than 
the pure negro. By mulatto of course I mean 
the mixed breed, because the variations as 
to the color strain on the one side or the 
other are becoming’ too complicated to per- 
mit us to follow the white strain down to its 
last drop. | 

„The mulattos or mixed race have had an 
advantage of the black negro amounting to 
about a generation, merely as a matter of 
environment. The yellow boys and giris in 
slavery days were not so regularly put to 
work in the fields, but were generally se- 
lected for house servants, and were frequent- 
ly brought to the cities and put to work in 
house service and in hotels as messengers 
and in similar employments. It thus gen- 
erally happened that the mixed race was 
thrown more in contact with the white edu- 
cated people,.and so gradually learned a 
Uttle of education, a little imitation refine- 
ment, and some beginnings of culture. They 
were imitative and learned a good deal from 
this association with white people, so that, 
taken as a whole, the mixed race found itself 
in ‘advance of the pure negro. 
„This advantage of the mulatto was a 
matter of association merely. In men, as 
in animals, it may be presumed that breeding 
will tell, and to a slight extent therefore the 
white blood tends to make the mulatto slight- 
ly more acute than his nesro blood, but in 
point of fact it is practically dificult to trace 
the difference.

„Mixture of the races,” continued this 
acute observer, “ is not to be feared in itself. 
What is to be feared is a mixture of the bad 
elements in both races. If you take a vicious 
negro and a vicious white man and mix them 
together, the offspring will naturally be 
vicious. This is not because he is a mulatto, 
but because his parentage is black. There is 
apparently nothing unnatural in the mixture 
of the white and the black blood. Thesafety 
of the whites so far as the process of amalga - 
mation is concerned lies in the uplifting of 
the negro race. As the negroes become more 
educated, as they acquire a pride in their 
own society, illicit association with the 
white man ceases more and more, and this is 
the principal reason why the process of amal- 
‘gamation, which was quite rapid a genera- 
_tion ago, has now become considerably re- 


duced. 


Many of the shortcomings charged to the 
mulatto might easily be ascribed to the no- 
torious degeneracy of illegitimate children. 
As the tone of the colored race is raised the 
connection between white and black will

All Types Represented. 

“Every recognized type of secondary 
education is represented in the schools be- 
longing to the’ university or standing in 
close relation to it.“ continued President 
Harper.

It now lobks as if ‘the Derby field on Sat- 
urday will consist of about twelve horses. 
In the roundup of probable candidates last 
night fifteen names remained in the list. Of 
these three were from J. B. Respess stable 
and two each from John A. Drake's and M. 
H. Tichenor & Co.'s stable. It is hardly like- 
ly Respess will start more than two at the 
most, and it would not be surprising if the 
Tichenor stable intrusted its chance to Flo- 
carline alone and left Early in the barn. Al- 
lowing for one withdrawal, the field would be 
made up of twelve horses. 


No Surprise to a Few. 

The sensational development of yesterday 
was the showing made by Judge Himes at 
Harlem, although it did not greatly surprise 
‘a Small minority of racing enthusiasts which 
has marked Judge Himes dangerous ever 
since he followed his Kentucky Derby vie- 
tory by winning the Hawthorne handicap 
in a big gallop. 

The merits of Judge Himes’ e 
have been referred to a number of times in 
Tue Trreune's turf columns fe he was 
slowly backed from 100 to 1 tc 30 to 1, but 
& majority of horsemen and careful students 
of racing steadfastly held that Ellison’s colt 
lacked the class. Yesterday, however, Judge 
Himes’ price in the advance betting fell at 
one fell swoop from 30 to 1 to 8 to 1. This 
doubtless was due in the main to commis- 
sions sent in during the forenoon by Owner 
Ellison, who knew enough about his colt’s 
ability to feel confident he wauld make such 


@ showing in the Derby Trial at Harlem as 


to cause his price to decline many points. 
Judge Himes Shows Speed. 


The race was not one caluclated to show 
Himes at his best. He isa sturdy colt who is 
at his best in contests where all hands are 
asked tb pack weight for age and go the 
route that tells. The weights yesterday were 
112 pounds, tem pounds below the scale and 
below what will be carried in the Derby. The 
distance was a mile andan eighth, three fur- 
longs shorter than the Derby; yet Savable, 
with all his conceded speed, 
heads in front of Judge Himes at the finish. 
Those familiar with Judge Himes’ ability 
over a route and his weight carrying quali- 
ties, but who thought he was outclassed by 
Gavable in the mere matter of speed, were 
amazed at the showing made by Himes, and 
many, hastily, no doubt, immediately hailed 
Judge Himes as the Derby winner, while 
Savable’s stock took a corresponding slump. 


Ellison Makes Few Mistakes. 

As a matter of fact, the showing made by 
Judge Himes should not have caused much 
surprise. In the Kentucky Derby. every- 
thing went to show that the Ellison colt 
was not up to a good, hard race. His owner 
is a plunger of the first class and is 4 man

owner. He did not think his colt good 
enough to win this race and backed him for 
only a small amount, explaining frankly 
that his colt was not yet in the best of con- 
. Yet be did win—merely on his ability

Many, after taking a glimpse 
of the time, 1:53, said, “‘ Savable is a poor 
Derby favorite, and we had better look else- 
where for the winner of Saturday's big race.“ 


the time hung up does not tell the story of

An idea of the terrific pace in the first mile 
may be gleaned from the following official 
time: First quarter, :24 3-5; half, :49 1-5;

The great promoter is the financial Alad- 
din. He waves his wand, uses the magic 
words “ consolidation, common stock, pre- 
ferred stock, first mortgage bonds,” and

@uloaded it on somebody else. Its new 


beautiful mountain he has bought, and paid 


in the ground. | 
How can the great promoter do it? How 
can he make the investor believe that the 


worth 630,000,000 today? as Mr. Schwab 
did to the shipyard trust in the case of 
the Bethlehem Steel company. The great 
promoter must have a convincing person- 
ality...

‘riches they call forth. But promoters, on 


money by practicing legerdemain—by show- 
ing that the whole is three or four times 
greater than the sum of its parts. They 
are middlemen who buy a tightly folded 
hide, open it, eut it in half, keep one half, 
fill the other with water, sew it up, and 
sell a share in the bag for more than the 
whole hide cost them. There is a good 
deal less hide than there was in the first

The South American state of Colombia 
is delaying acceptance of the treaty which 
authoriges the digging of the Panama 
canal. Newspaper correspondents sta- 
tioned at Bogota, the Colombian capital. 
write that American railway companies.

vert much of their transcontinental traffic, 
are back of the delay. A band of expert 
lobbyists fresh from their labors at Al- 
bany, Harrisburg, Springtield (III.), and Jef- 
ferson City (Mo.) is described as descend- 
ing on Bogota, accompanied with heavy, 
iron bound casks.

K. VANDERBILT'S marriage to 

Rutherfurd.in. London and 
the controversy which it has 
aroused as to the question of the 
right of the chancellor of a diocese 


to refuse a marriage license have served to re- 
call the case of the prince of Capua versus 


Count Ludolf.“ which occupied the English 
courts in 1886. The prince of Capua in qués- 
tion sought a license in London to marry an 
Irish woman, but was opposed in the matter 
by Count Ludolf, the envoy of the king of 
Naples at the court of St. James. : 

This marriage of the prince of Capua was 
one of the many strange romances of the 
historic house of Bourbon. The prince, or 
rather the duke of Capua, was the younger 
brother of King Ferdinand II. of: Naples, 
popularly known in history. as Bomba.” 
He fell in.love with a Penelope Smyth, 
daughter of Grice Smyth and sister of 
Richard Smyth of Ballynatray, County Wa- 
terford. At the time there were no laws 
in Italy prohibiting the union of royal per- 
sonages and commoners, and consequently 
the union which the prince contracted with 
the Irish squire’s daughter made her not his 
morganatic but ‘his perfectly legitimate 
wife. | 

The opposition of the Neapolitan minister 
in London and the refusal of a marriage 
license to the prince did not in any way pre- 
vent the latter from legitimizing the union, 
and in order that there should be no question 
as to its legality he went through not one 
bit several ceremonies. Thus he was mar- 
ried according to the Roman Catholic rite 
by the English Cardinal Weld at Rome. 
Then he went through another form of mar- 
riage at Madrid, and, Miss Smyth being a 
Protestant, he was married according to the 
rites of the church of England at St. 
George's. Hanover square. after the bans 
had been duly published, and lastly. to make 


‘matters absolutely sure, the prince and his 


Irish wife went through the form of a 
Gretna Green marriage. | 


Ot course the prince and princess of Capua 


were banished from the kingdom of Naples 
as long as Ferdinand II. remained on the 
‘throne, and spent much of their time in 
England. being familiar figures in London 
society. Two children were the issue of this 
union, Prince Francis of Bourbon Capua, 
who died as a lunatic only a short time 
ago, and a daughter, Princess Victoria 
Augusta, who was a godchild of the 
late Queen Victoria, 
some four or five’ years: ago in Italy, 
on which occasion Queen Victoria was 
officially represented at her funeral, 
while a wreath was laid on her coffin bear- 
ing the following inscription: “ To our very 
dear cousin, from Humbert and Marguerite.“ 


In her youth Princess Victoria of Bourbon 
was a woman of celebrated loveliness, singu- 
larly gifted, and with such a magnificent 
contralto voice that Meyerbeer was moved 
thereby specially to compose and dedicate 
one of his most beautiful songs to her. 
Princess Victoria's life, save for occasional 
visits to her mother’s relatives in Ireland 
and England. was spent on a beautiful estate 
named Merlia, near Lucca, where by a spe- 
cial permit from King Humbert the de- 
mented brother of the princess was kept un- 
der restraint instead of being placed in an 
asylum. ‘ 

From the time of the overthrow of the 
kingdom of Naples in 1860 the Irish born 
widowed princess of Capua and her two 
children were placed in recéipt of a large 
allowance from the civil list of the king of 
Italy as relatives of the reigning house of 
Savoy, the intermarriages between the latter 


‘and the Neapolitan Bourbons having been 


numerous. This allowance was continued 
to Princess Victoria and her brother after 


the death of their mother. 


The latter had a younger sister, Gertrude 
Smyth, who became the wife of the first and 
last Lord Dinorben, and dispensed generous 
hospitality to London society at Bute house 
in South Audley street, now occupied by Mr. 


and Mrs. Henry Bischoffsheim. Lady Dinor-. 


ben had a daughter who married Sir Arundel 
Neave, and who is the mother of ‘the present 
Sir Thomas Neave. It was Lady Neave who 
acted as chief mourner of her first cousin, 
Princess Victoria of Bourbon Capua at Lucca 
The death of Lady Evans, wife of that Sir 
David Evans who was lord mayor of London 


in 1891, brings to mind the romance of her 


marriage. She was the daughter of a car- 
penter of the name of Boakes in one of the 
Kentish villages near Sevenoaks. She se- 
cured employment as chambermaid at the 
village inn, which was frequented by anglers, 
owing to the excellent fishing in the neighbor- 
hood. Among the guests of the inn was a 
young city clerk of the name of David Evans, 
who fell in love with the pretty chambermaid, 
and being an honest ‘young fellow resolved to 
make her his wife. | 

Realizing that the deficiency of her educa- 
tion would be a disadvantage to her, if not 
to himself, later on in life, he persuaded her 
to give up her position at the inn and to be- 
come an inmate of a boarding school, where 
he, through her father, paid the bills. At the 
end of three years thus spent, and by the 
time she had completed an excellent educa- 
tion, he married her, and on his election to 
the chief magistracy of the city of London 


she became lady mayoress, the first in- 


stance, I believe, in the annals of that ancient 
eity of the chambermaid of the village inn 
becoming the mistress of the mansion house. 

The marriage was a singularly happy one. 
and certainly no one ever did the honors of 
the city of London as lady mayoress with 


more refined courtesy and graciousness than | 


the late Lady Evans. Let me incidentally 
recall that it was the daughter of a village 
innkeeper and the sole waitress of the estab- 
lishment who became the wife of Archduke 
John of Austria as countess of Meran.

It is an accepted fact that a woman fixes her eyes on a 
store window and goes directly for it without looking at any- 
thing wnich may be intervening. Other women, by the ald 
of some-instinct, can get out of her way, although themselves 
engaged in making a bee line for some other object, but men 
have it not. 

Men get in the way of the shopper. They get where she 
bumps into them, and that takes her mind and eyes off the 
object for which she was heading; it disarranges her hat, 
makes her drop her skirts, and causes her to feel as if her 
23 were dropping out. Men should be kept off State 
street. 

The theorist who has designed the plan for barring State 
street to men has t some time in gathering facts. He 
has discovered that a woman may start at Washington 
street and walk sixteen miles before she reaches Van 
Buren street, and yet never leave the east sidewalk except to 
enter stores. Her mileage in the stores was not counted in 
the total of sixt Included, it would bring the total up 
to twenty-five miles. 

Now, a woman cannot walk sixteen miles within a space 
less than a half mile long and less than thirty feet wide 
without requiring a great deal of leeway. She certainly can- 
not do it in comfort if several unthinking men take up con- 
‘siderable of the space. 

A census taken at Madison and State streets has shown 
that the proportion of women to men in the street now, when 
men are allowed there, is twenty to one. There are twenty 
women pedestrians in State street to one man. In other 
streets there are thirty-three men to one woman. That 
proves the woman's right to govern State street. 

The inconvenience to which a man puts this tide of shop- 
pers it well illustrated at Madisom and State streets. The 
theorist nimself declares that he has been fifteen minutes 
in trying to get from the east side of State street to the 
west side.

Offerings to Help the Bulls—Sharp 
Rally in Wheat on Covering, After 
‘Barly Weakness — Need of Rains 
Northwest a Facter—Standard Oats 
Out—Provisions Quiet. 


Corn was king of the grain markets again 


yesterday. The light stocks, light re- 
ceipts, light country sales of cash corn, 
and the statement of the government crop 
bulletin that the week was too cold for 
rapid growth, though favorable for cultiva- 
tion, encouraged the growing bullish senti- 
ment. Holders were adding to their lines 
and discouraged shorts were covering, and 
the advancing tendency continued, sending 
July well over 50c and September to that 
figure. The highest prices of the year were 
reached for all deliveries from July to that 
of May, 1004. 

The trade was big and excited, and while 


there Was heavy profit taking on the ad- 


vance there was not much reaction. There 
Was weakness early because of the favor- 
able weather map, no rain anywhere in the 
corn belt, and fair and warmer temperatures 
predicted, but the appearance of weakness 
was deceptive. July sold down early to 49\c, 
@ loss of %c, but then marched upward to 
ie, and closed only ke under the top at

Trade Gossip on 

“Corti traders were nonplused over the 
action of their market yesterday. The one 
thing they were sure of was that. it was an 
uncomfortable market for shorts. It has per- 
sisted in going up during a week of favorable 
weather which the average trader has con- 
sidered justiftcation for a decline. There are 
big holdings of both July and September, and 
stocks are so small shorts are beginning to 
fear there will be no rush of receipts to make 
their position in the July more tenable. 

“In the light of what positive knowledge 
on the subject is now'available,”’ says Samuel 
Scotten of Harris, Gates & Co., one man's 
guess on what the corn crop is going to be is 
about as good as another's. Personally, I 
do not see an outlook for much more than 
three-fourths of a crop. Of course, there is 
no telling what the fall weather is going to 
be, and a good deal—in fact, nearly every- 
thing—depends on these conditions. Plant- 
ing can probably be done until June 26, and, 
frosts may hold off till Oct. 1. Conditions of 
tnis kind, with an abundance of seasonable 
weather between these two dates would be 
calculated to make an abundance of good 
corn, while, if conditions of soi] are such that 
planting cannot be continued much longer 
and cold weather comes early the corn is 
bound to be light and chaffy. As I see it, the 
outlook is certainly not promising, and it 
would be no surprise to me if the crop was 
cut down one-quarter by the conditions which 
have so far prevailed. We depend = good 
deal on lowa in the corn line, and the out- 
look in that state is certainly bad.“ 

“ Grain men in Nebraska, said I. C. Gif- 
ford, who returned from Lincoln yesterday, 
“ expect a large crop of small grains. Wheat 
and oats are in fine condition and promise 
large yields. There is a large acreage of 
corn and a good stand, but it is about two 
weeks late. Except for that, the prospect is 
for a large crop. There have been only three 
years in the last fifteen years when there 
have been. early frosts in Nebraska. They 
were 1902, 1896, and 1887. In years when 
they did not have early frosts, the late plant-

Sufficient 8 of ¢ the Lake Street Ele- 
vated have been deposited with the reor- 
ganization committee to warrant its going 
ahead and formulating a plan for the finan- 
cial rehabilitation of the property. 
probable no further extension of time for the 
purpose of securing additional deposits alone 
will be made, but the committee will arrange 
for deposits of securities during the time it is 


working on a plan. 

It was intend that a representative of 
Biair & Co. should be in Chicago next week 
to meet with the committee, but the visit has 
been postponed for another week. 

The present pian, so far as it has been 
considered, contemplates an assessment of 
$10 a share on the stock.

Not Anomalous, but Natural. 
That prices of railroad stocks should fall 
while earnings increase is the anomaly which 
Wall street is trying to comprehend. But 
aside from those who are deeply interested 
in stock quotations it readily appears that 
price is a relative matter. To say that quo- 
tations are too low now implies that they 
were not too high last year or in previous 
years. This latter theory is a debatable one. 
, Conditions apart from earnings and interest 
returns also make prices, as witness the high 
price for government 2 per cent bonds. Ina 
5 per cent money market these 2 per cent 
issues would not sell at a premium of 6% 


points if they were not in demand for the 


wholly extraneous purpose of security for 
bank note circulation. Remove this constant 
demand and let the price decline to 95 and it 
would be just as reasonable to assert that 
the decline constituted an anomaly as the 
decline in the inflated price of securities of 
stocks. 

It was not earning power or investment re- 
turns which carried prices to such a high 


level in 1901 and 1902 and the years preced- 


ing. It was the prospect of large profits 
through mergers, consolidations, and ex- 


panding capitalizations that attracted buyers | 


at fancy prices. There was also easy money | the proposition to increase the capital stock 


with which to put up markets. 


But now these extraordinary conditions are 


absent. The industries of the country have 
been consolidated and overcapitalized. Big 
railroad mergers have beem effected to the 
point of their legality being in question, ind 
money for stock market purposes is but 
grudgingly loaned. Then, again, the reac- 
tion from high prices caused investors and 
traders to lose money with every decline, 
and by so much curtail their buying power. 
therefore, does not 
appear to be anomalous. It is merely dif- 
ferent from what it was in other years. 


Check in Germany's Trade. 
According to the Berlin correspondent of 
the London Statist, trade conditions in Ger- 
many appear to have been prematurely stim- 


} ulated by the demands of this country and 


the interference with the iron industry in 
France. For months nothing but encourag- 
ing reports relative to the resumption of 


trade in Germany have been heard. But the 


correspondent referred to notes a lack of 
continuity in improving conditions. Hesays 
among other things: 

In Germany business is more stagnant 
than it has been for some time past. The 
truth appears to be that the United States 
and the strikes in France gave a premature 
stimulus to business in Germany. It would 
have been better perhaps for the country 
in the ultimate result if the slow liquidation 
of bad business during the recent boom 
had been allowed to complete itself. Of 
course the liquidation has gone far enough 
to remove all danger of serious failures and 
to lead to the beginning of recuperation. 
But it is doubtful whether the period of 
slackness was long enough to complete the 
liquidation. In any event it would appear 
that the state of business in Germany just 
now depends much upon the continuance of 
American orders. So long as Germany fs 
able to export iron and steel to the United 
States things seem bright and people look 
forward with more confidence to the future, 
but as soon as the prices of iron and steel 
fall in the United States the possibility of 
shipping from Germany at a profit becomes 
doubtful. 

“The growth of wealth in Germany in 
recent years has been great. e leaders 
of industry are exceedingly intelligent and 
enterprising and the banks are always pre- 
pared to assist trade in every way possi- 
ble. For the time being business is regu- 
lated by the ability of Germany to export to 
the United States, while alarm will be cre- 
ated once the fear arises that the United 
States may begin to export ape to Eu- 

rope.“

SERVICE CHARGED 


Pinsion Is the Latest 
in Which Violation of the 


Merit Law Is Alleged. 


SPECIAL CASE IS CITED. 


Niece of Henry, Clay Evans Is 
Transferred and Promoted in 
an Irregular Manner. 


CIVIL S6ERVICE.—Evasion of law said to have 
been found in pension bureau. Appointment of 
niece of Henry Clay Evans causes dispute even 
among commissioners. 

APPOINTMENT.—Henry F. Green of Minnesota 
named as successor to James R. Garfield as 

civil service commissioner.

Washington, D. C., June 17.—[Special.}— 
Evaaions of the civil service law, if not direct 
violations, have been resorted to in securing 
the appointment of clerks in the pension 
offices. Commissioner Proctor holds that the 
law has been violated in the appeintment of 
Miss Nellie G. Terry, a niece of former 
Commissioner Henry Clay Evans. It is as 
gerted that many similar cases exist. 

The means employed to secure the appoint- 
ment of Mias Terry are identical with those 
used in the posteffice department. Sept. 1, 
1900, Mies Terry was appointed as a clerk 
in the unclassified postoffice ht Wellsville, | 
N. T. One month later the postoffice was 
placed in the classified service. Twenty- 
geven days later the Wellsville office was 
placed under the civil service law. Miss 
Terry applied for a transfer from the classi- 
fied postoffice to the pension bureau 

Within a week after her application was 
filed Miss Terry was permitted to take a 
noncompetitive examination, which she 
passed. Two weeks after passing this ex- 
amination she was transferred to the pen- 
sion bureau at a salary of $900 a year. The 
transfer was made Dec. 17. 190. and April 
34; following. she was promoted fo a clerk- 
ship at a salary of $1,600 per annum. 

There is a difference of opinion as to 
whether or not the civil service law was vio- 
lated. This extends te the civil service com- 
missioners themselves, and when the case 
was under consideration by that body, Com- 
missioner Proctor strongly not only 
the transfer but the manner in which it was 
brought about, contending 2 it was an 
evasion ef the law. 


Henry F. Gren today was 
appointed civil service commissioner to suc- 
ceed James R. Garfield, now commissioner of 
corporations. Mr. Green lives at Duluth 
and has practiced law in that city for a 
number of years. He is a uate of 
Princeton and was a classmate of President 
Woodrow Wilson of that institution. 

Mr. Green was indorsed by the entire Min- 
nesota congressional delegation, the chief 
justice and the associate justice of the Su- 
preme court of that state. In 1896 Mr. Green 
Was a gold democrat, voting for McKinley. 
Dine that time he has a republican. 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Hay 
have been requested by a number of Jewish 
organizations to be heard regarding the 
treatment of the Hebrews in Russia.

Decision of the Judge. = 


In sustaining the demurrer the court first 
discusses the national banking law and sets 
forth that the controller of the currency has 
judicial powers over the banks. 

He must,“ the court holds, “ through the 
receiver, take fon of all the bank’s as- 
sets, collect and compromise debts, and sell 
the real estate. He alone can determine the 
need of and appoint a receiver. He is au- 
thorized to determine when it is necessary to 
institute proceedings against stockholders 
to enforce their stock lability. All these 
questions are referred to his judgment and 
his discretion. The receiver is the proper 
party to institute all suits. 

For these reasons I should be inclined to 
hold that complainants cannot maintain their 
action herein, in the manner in which it has 
been instituted, but do not deem it neces- 
gary to dispose of the matter on that ground 
alone. These comptatnants seek to recover, 
not simply the amount due the creditors, but 
the whole amount lost. Damages sustained 
by the creditors alone would not belong to the 
receiver. ‘This proceeding must then be in 
the interest of the stockholders as well as of 


depositors. No recovery could be had beyond | 


the amounts due the class bringing this suit.

CHANGES IN THE CURRENCY 


WILL NOT PREVENT PANICS. | 


Controller of the Currency Ridgely Tells | 


Bankers Financial Depression and 
Spectilation Cannot Be Controlled. 


Atlanta, Ga. June 17.—[Special.J]—That 
any currency change will prevent panics and 
periods of financial depression was denied 
by Controller of the Currency William Bar- 
rett Ridgely today in a speech before the 
Georgia bankers’ convention. Mr. Ridgely’s 
speech was the feature of the convention. 
In part he said: 

It is not claimed by the most enthusiastic 
advocates of change in our currency that it 
will cure all our financial ills. We cannot 
prevent by any means yet known speculation 
and overtrading. It seems to be a fixed law 
in ‘all human affairs, and especially in busi- 
ness, that the events ru cycles, and that 
we are bound to have periods of too great 
activity, followed by corresponding periods 
of depression. 

„Modern business is the result of the de- 
velopment of credit, and must be done largely 
on credit to be done at all. There never is 
a time when there is money enough to liqui- 
date all outstanding credits or even any large 
part of them. We are thus always exposed 
to the possibility of some unexpected and 
unavoidable event leading to such a demand 
for liquidation that many who have debts 
cannot meet them, and this leads to a panic 
or crisis, which is followed by a period of 
depression in all lines of business and trade.
